The excitement grew more 
Doisterous and all efforts to. get or- 
der weté-vain. Immediately the trad- 
ing of delegations began openly, eager 


Upon resumption of the roll call Iowa 


Kansas gave him 6. 

Another scene of great confusion en- 
sued. Louisiana cast 8 votes for Gar- 
field and wild cheers rent the air. When 
Blaine’s own State threw 14 votes for 
Garfield, the excitement became inde- 
scribable. * 

Massachusetts was the next to bow 
before the rising sun; Michigan came 
next; Minnesota gave him Windom's 10 
and Nebraska added its delegation. 
New Jersey and New Hampshire wheel- 
ed into line and New York gave him 20 
votes. North Carolina broke next, and 
then Ohio plumped 43 for him. Penn- 
sylvania gave him 21. 

Garfield had now 328 votes, and as it 
broke upon the minds of all that he was 
almost sure of the nomination on this 
ballot, the noise and excitement became 
tremendots, many delegates acting 
more like madman than sane buman 
beings. 

Tennessee gave Garfidld 7 votes. 
Vermont threw him her entire vote and 
at the close of the call of States James 

. Garfield was the nominee of the Re- 
publican Convention by a vote of 
in his favor—20 more than enough. 

It was some time before the wild 
storm of cheering subsided. When it 
was possible to be heard Conkling arose 
and moved that the nomination be made 
unanimous. The great third-termer, 
standing in the midst of the wreck of 
his schemes and hopes, congratulated 
the convention and the party on the 
nomination. Logan also bad the plack 
to rise and congratulate the convention 
on its chdice. 

The convention cheered and the band 
struck up a patriotic aim but its strains 
were drowned by the shouting. The 
delegates of the different States seized 
their banners and thronged around Gar- 
field. Cannons boomed and the crowd 
outside the hall took up the song from the 
convention and the whole city rejoiced 
over the the crushing defeat of the third 
term conspiracy.
